GERMAN MILLET. 

German or gulden millet is one of 
the most productive grass crops that 
can be grown, and furnishes an excel- 
lent, rich bay of great value for feeding 
cattle, sheep and horses, and it is ee 
pecially good for young stock and 
milch cows. When in the blue grass 
region of Kentucky last August, we 
noticed many fields of it yielding im- 
mense crops. Many feeders there of 
mules and young cattle feed it with 
profitabie results. 

We give the following from one who 
has successfully raised it for some 
years: 

It is sowa the same as oats, from 
three pecks to one bushel of seed to 
the acre. The blade first resembles 
young corn, coming out alternately 
every every five inches on the stalks, 
which grow from four to seven feet 
high, having a large head, one and one- 
fourth to two inches in diameter and 
eight to ten inches long; one head 
yields one-fourth to one-half pint of 

d. It matures in about ten to 
twelve weske from the time of sowing, 
ripens slowly, and never falls down 
and wastes. It resists the severest 
storms. The time it will stand after it 
is ripe, and the manner in which it 
resists wind, are wonde ful. It will 
yield from forty to one hundred bush- 
els of seed, and two to four fons of hay 
to the aere; will grow in wet or dry, 
rich or poor land, and is the surest crop 
I bave ever raised, and the most profit- 
able. One rain on it will ineure a sure 
crop, and it is not like the old, common 
mil or Hungarian grass.
